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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues in essence on page 8 "The prior 
art, such as disclose by Nakanishi and the background section of the present application, simply fills an entry of a BTB based on whether 
a branch was previously taken or not taken in order to reduce the likelihood of a stall condition the next time the branch instruction is 
encountered." This has not been found persuasive. The claim language recites "determining if the branch target address location can be 
obtained without causing a further stall condition in the pipelined data processing system". Nakanishi teaches that its branch prediction 
mechanism is a more accurate branch prediction and reduces pipeline stalls due to branch misprediction as well as the benefit of reducing 
stalls due to branch execution in general (Nakanishi column 1 , lines 24-42). This means that when a branch instruction is found in 
Nakanishi's BTB and a target address is provided by the BTB, a stall condition is avoided in most situations. This still reads upon the 
claim, since the branch prediction mechanism determines whether or not the address location is within the BTB, thereby avoiding a stall in 
most situations and allocating an entry based upon whether it is in the BTB or not. The arguments seem to insinuate that the 
determination is for if a branch target address can always be obtained without causing a further stall. However, that is not the language of 
the claim. The claim language is broad enough that in situations when the target address is obtained and a stall is avoided only part of the 
time still reads upon the claim..
